Long Chen is doomed. The forest 
of antennas rising from the Central 
Intelligence Ageney compound there 
sit in easy reach of the Pathet Lao 
mortars in the hills a few miles away. 

After ten years cost to U. S. 
taxpayers of over $200 million a year, 
and the most massive bombing in 
world history, the effort is close to 
collapse. 

The Lao Patriotic Front (Pathet 
Lao) controls almost all of Laos. They 
are reported at the gates of the royal 
Laotian capital of Luang Prabang. The 
celebrated Plain of Jars“is occupied 
and Long Chen is surrounded, 

Most of southern Laos has been 
liberated in the last few months. 

When Laos was invaded Feb. 8 the 
Nixon Administration placed a news 
embargo on troop movements in the 
area but there has been no embargo on 
news of political developments in the 
beseiged country, important political 
developments that have been going on 
for four months. 

For some reason it has gone almost 
totally unreported in the US press that 
l the beseiged and desperate Laotian

Pig bummer 


WILLIAMS — A Highway Patrolman’s 
non-scheduled LSD trip has led to a “war 
on illegal drugs.” 

The 27 year old pig was nosing around 
a marijuana suspect’s possessions in the 
Colusa County Sheriff’s Office. He had a 
cold and found some cough drops. Like 
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~ Vientiane Jan. 30, 
“No independent observer 
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northern provinces would strip the last 
shred of legality from the over 
200,000 US air strikes per year on that 
country of only three million people. 

The bombing now goes on 
technically with the permission of the 
Phouma government on the fantasy of 
“protecting the lives” of US forces in 
South Vietnam. 

For years now the political forces 
in Laos have been divided between the 
Pathet Lao, the supposedly neutral 
Phouma and the rightist military 
forces. The rightist forces have, from 
the beginning, worked hand in glove 
with the CIA and with the backing of 
the US treasury. 

Rumor of a coup to oust Souvanna 
Phouma has circulated for months in 
Vientiane. He has always been 
considered unreliable by the generals 
who fear he is willing to agree to a 
Pathet Lao-neutralist coalition with 
himself remaining as prime minister. 

The coup talk was strengthened in 
January when a top Laotian general, 
Koth Venvongsoth, flew to Bangkok, 
Thailand, to meet with the exiled 
former right wing leader Genral 
Phoumi Nosavan. 

Nosavan headed the CIA-instigated 
rightwing coup in 1960 which for a 
while ousted the then truly neutralist 
Phouma government. 

The Feb. 8 invasion by US, Saigon, 
and Thai troops has sharpened the rift 
between Souvanna Phouma and the 
rightists. The rightist generals 
immediately made it know to the press 
that they knew of the planned 
invasion beforehand and supported it. 

Phouma has protested the invasion 
but apparently is not yet prepared to 
completely leave the sinking ship. He 
cited the presence of North 
Vietnamese troops in Laos and blamed 
the invasion on North Vietnam’s 
alleged violation of Laotian neutrality

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This communication comes to us in 
the midst of much debate about the 
actual role of the US military in Laos 
and Cambodia and much searching 
within the movement about our 
responses to this latest global atrocity. 
There are many contradictions 
between this statement from the PRG 
and Washington's recently released 
bulletins. The first discrepancy 
concerns the date of the invasion 
itself. The first news from Washington 
on the invasion came out on Feb.8, 
reporting that the invasion had 
occurred early that morning. However, 
according to Russian, Japanese, South 
Vietnamese and many other news 
reports, the invasion took place on 
Feb. 4. It is important to understand 
in whose interest it it to lie about the 
date of the invasion. By reporting the 
invasion four days late, the fascist 
conspirators hoped to take the edge 
off of any public outrage that was 
certain to follow such a plot.

The following is the text of a phone 
conversation between KSAN radio and 
Thanh Van, personal secrelary to 
Mme. Nguyen Thi Binh, Foreign 
Minister of. the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South 
Vietnam, at approximately 11:30 pm 
PST Feb. 7, to the PRG delegation. 
headquarters in Paris. The 
conversation was in Vietnamese, with 
the two KSAN interviewers speaking 
in Vietnamese to her and translating 
slowly for the radio audience, 

“On February 4, 50,000 American, 
South Vietnamese, and Thai troops, 
with extremely heavy air support, 
including United States Air Force B-52 
bombers, invaded Laos. On February 
5, in Cambodia, 20,000 South 
Vietnamese troops with American 
advisors, under the command ‘of the 
American forces, attacked in many 
places, principally in the “Fishhook” 
area. In North Vietnam on February 4, 
American F-105s dropped bombs 
about 50 km west of Dom Huy, in the 
“panhandle” of North Vietnam, At 
that time in South Vietnam, allied 


in all areas. They launched sweeping 
operations in Vinh Dinh. The 
American “pacification” program 
continues. The Americans continue to 
maintain a news blackout. The 
American government and news 
services seem especially afraid of their 
own people if they were to know the 
truth. We, the South Vietnamese 
people, with the Laotian people, with 
the Cambodian people — all the 
Vietnamese people, north and south — 
call on all our friends across the world, 
including all Americans, to accuse 
strongly the escalating war activities of 
the American government — the Nixon 
government. We call upon all of the 
American people to condemn the 
strategy of escalation. 

"I want to say something now 
specifically to those in the anti-war 
movement. | call upon all of you to 
continue your actions immediately to 
protest this most recent invasion of 
Laos.

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IRELAND 
RISING 


A week of continuous fighting in the 
major cities of Northern Ireland marked 
the heaviest escalation in the conflict 
since the arrival of British troops in Aug- 
ust 1969. In Belfast, one British soldier 
was machine-gunned to death. Several 
children were wounded by submachine- 
gun bullets from the Army, as the inexor- 
able logic of counter-insurgency exacted 
its toll on whole communities in densely 
populated Catholic ghettoes. A five year 
old girl was run over by a British Army 
armored vehicle in the New Lodge Road 
area of Belfast. This last incident, follow- 
ing a weekend where six Catholic men 
had been gunned down, sparked a massive 
reply, involving sniping, ambushes of Ar- 
my vehicles with homemade bombs, and 
bomb attacks against border customs 
posts, power installations and business 
premi Barricades sealed off several 
communities from pig penetration, 

Even official sources admit that pub- 
lished civilian casualty figures are conserv- 
alive. From the point of view of the 
Catholic underground, there is a war 
going on, and casually figures are part of 
military intelligence, IRA units guard 
their dead and wounded closely, to con- 
ceal both their numbers and identities. 
Many who fight at night hold convention- 
al jobs during the day. Others who devote 
full time to clandestine work must still 
hide their identities to avert reprisals a- 
gainst their familiys. The straight press 
estimated that five IRA soldiers were 
killed and their bodies smuggled away, 
but these reports are unconfirmed. 


Pigs Attack 


It’s war on the youth in 
Chinatown.The pigs, directed by the 
Chinese Six Companies, a Chinese Mafia, 
have launched an intense campaign of 
harrassment against young Asians on the 
street and in the few hangouts available 
to young people. Beginning as widespread 
harrassment, the terror is now being fo- 
cused on organized youth, specifically 
Leways, Inc. and the organizations that 
share its storefront, Early Saturday morn- 
ing a force of thirty pigs invaded the 
storefront at 842 Kearny and proceeded 
to smash equipment used in the many 
programs operating out of the location. 
The pigs knocked holes in the walls and 
ceiling, tore out phones, wrecked the 
plumbing and intimidated the people pre- 
sent, Asian Legal Services, one of the 
groups at Leways, 


— 
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Heavy repression accompanied the es- 
calation of the military conflict. There 
were nearly two hundred arrests in Bel- 
fast and Derry last weekend; our inform- 
ants view this development as the begin- 
ning of the long-awaited roundup, likely 
to end in th? reactivation of the intern- 
ment camps provided under Northern Ire- 
land's infamous Special Powers Act. ( Less 
than two months ago, the Dublin govern 
ment of the Irish Republic reintroduced 
its counterpart legislation, the Offenses 
Against the State Act — ostensibly to 
prevent kidnappings. Since no one seri. 
ously believes that the Dublin govern: 
ment is menaced by the present level of 
political activity in the South, many ob- 
servers felt that the move reflected a 
cynical deal among Dublin, Belfast, and 
London Tories. If the Belfast government 
opens its internment camps at this tune 
it will argue that it is merely following 
Dublin’s lead.) Under the terms of the 
Special Powers Act, members of subver- 
sive organizations can be arrested without 
warrant and interned without trial. 

In anticipation of increased repression, 
the two contending factions of the repub- 
lican movement have been attempting to 
heal their divisions in recent weeks. In 
mid-January a formal truce was agreed to 
halt violence by one faction against the 
other. Last weekend’s offensive against 
the British troops may reflect a more 
positive alliance, since the main centers of 
activity (the Ballymurphy area of Belfast

began work on a legal action against the 
pigs. Obviously legal action doesn‘t both- 
er the pigs as they returned Monday night 
armed with shotguns, smashed the front 
window and battered in the door. A 
brother guarding the door was busted for 
no apparent reason and all the people in 
the crowded center had to go through the 
usual pig shit with ID checks. The pigs 

so invaded the Asian Community Cen- 
ter, again without warrants, and harrassed 
a group of young Asian women who were 
meeting. 

Leways and the organizations working 
with it were attacked because they repre- 
sented am alternative to the racism and 
oppression that are imposed on the peo- 
ple of Chinatown. They have begun the 
work of ereating à new community that 
will liberate itself and all of Chinatown 
from the Six Companies that has run the

Political evolution within the republi- 
can underground is difficult to follow 
simply because the movement is officially 
banned. What seems clear is that armed 
struggle has become the cutting edge of 
the struggle and that the groups which 
have failed to orient their politics around 
the armed struggle can haye no claim to 
leadership. Both factions of the IRA 
share a commitment to armed actions, 
expulsion of imperialist control of Ire.

Leways was pegun by street people in 
1967 as a self help organization for youth. 
It incorporated and bought an old pool- 
hall. It tried to find jobs for people and 
helped to keep people out of jail. But 
repression has always been a force that 
Leways had to deal with. The landlord 
raised the rent regularly and pigs began to 
harrass the place on a daily basis. When 
the community failed to defend Leways, 
it was forced to close up. A part of 
Leways became the Red Guard Party, a 
revolutionary party with ties to the I Wor 
Kuen, the revolutionary organization in 
New York. The Red Guard Party, along 


with other serve-the-people organizations’ 


helped Leways to reopen last September. 
Since then Leways has expanded its pro- 
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are both hierarchical and male-dominated 
as well. The prospects of revolutionary 
changes within the republican ranks rest 
largely with the youth. 

The Catholic Church continues to play 
an important part in Irish politics, and 
some people felt it was a factor in the 
internal conflict of the republican move- 
ment. But two weeks ago a sharp conflict 
between the Church and the IRA came 
into the open in Ballymurphy. A Bishop 
delivered a directly political sermon tell- 
ing people not to work with the IRA. The 
Ballymurphy Women’s Action Committee 
responded at once by sending a delega- 
tion to the Bishop’s home with an open 
letter which revealed something of the 
grassroots character of IRA support. It 
said, in part, , 

The men you spoke of on Sunday 
are needed here to keep our estate free 
from crime, protect our homes and keep 
us from being trodden into the ground. 
The RUC (local police) are only interest 
ed in crimes of a political nature, and the 
British Army is here to back them up. 
When they are not engaged in this, they 
are organizing young girls of the district 
to dances where drink is served. We think 
we have enough problems without the 
Army adding to them. Peaceful protests 
carry no weight, So we rely on our own 
men and boys and back them in their 
efforts. ...” 

The support of the IRA seems to have 
grown in direct proportion to British 
repression. The British presence was ini- 
tially described as a peace-keeping opera- 
tion, and troops were to be withdrawn as 
quickly as possible. Now six thousand 
„British troops remain, and the Prime Min- 
ister of Northern Ireland (the local renta- 
pig) feels that more are needed. Ghetto 
riots, where the Army uses CS gas and 
rubber bullets (if not actual firearms), 
have occurred on the average of onc 
week, and now they are occurring with 
greater frequency and duration. Right- 
-wing Protestant backlash has also been 
on the rise in recent weeks, so that a 
steady polarization is discernible,

The Chinese Six companies have had a 
direct hand in the unleashing of the terror 
by the pigs. Old men, sick with greed, 
always hate young people who refuse 
their rule. In a meeting between some Six 
Companies officials and a few police offi- 
cers from the Park Station, it was decided 
that the Six Companies would fund the 
Police Athletic League if the pigs would 
close down Leways and clear the streets 
of troublesome youth.The pigs have tried. 
to live up to their share of the deal. One 
factor involved is the fear of the Six 
Companies of the organizing being done 
around the newly completed Chinese Cul- 
tural and Trade Center, i.e., the ugly 
motherfucker Holiday Inn. Of the twenty 
seven floors one is occupied by the Cul- 
tural Center. Chinatown is the second 
most populated area in the country. It 
has a rate of 230.7 people per acre as 
compared to the rest of San Francisco 
which has only 32.8 persons per acre. 
Demanding low cost housing for the peo- 
ple of Chinatown is a fightfor the very 
survival of the community. The Financial 
District is invading the community with 
the full support of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies. The only other force is the people 
and that's where Leways fits in. The pigs 
cannot allow Asian youths to organize 
themselves and to organize for people's 
hous'ng. 

The terror continues in Chir.i'own but 
it is nothing new to this ‘pictuesque’ 
oppressed community. What is new is the 
organized youth the pigs are meeting. The 
pigs will likely increase their harrassment 
but our Asian brothers and sisters will 
just escalate their response.

stopping several times to let people in 
the back catch up. At Ellsworth the 
demonstrators could make out the 
glint of sunlight off the helmets of 
several Berkeley policemen blocking 
the way to the building. There were 
over a thousand demonstrators. Ahead 
there were only six police, brandishing 
batons, gas grenades and a shotgun. 
Slowly the crowd approached the 
corner where the police stood. Thirty 
feet away there was hesitation. The 
front stopped. Finally, after what 
seemed like a long pause, the front 
anti-climactically peeled off to the 
right, moving down Oxford street. 


Up to this point, there had been no 
violence, to either persons or property. 

Suddenly, for no reason, a Negro: 
cop charged fifty feet into the front of 
the crowd, far from his fellow 
policemen. He grabbed a brother from 
the back and throttled him with his 
fon. "No ripoffs!" the ery went up 
one person jumped on the cop’s 
back. Another cop, this one white, 
pushed his way through the 
demonstrators swinging his club. There

AFSCME 1695* (non-academic em- 
ployees) on the UC campus has voted to 
strike on Feb. 25.

When Wednesday's actions against 
the Laos invasion ended in Berkeley, 
one pig who'd made a foolhardy 
charge into a previously peaceful 
crowd was hospitalized and one car 
belonging to the Atomic Energy 
Commission was overturned and 
burned, as thousands demonstrated in 
the streets for the first time in eight 
months. 

A rally controlled by the ASUC 
Senate started badly. A mass meeting 
of people planning the protest on 
Tuesday night had picked three

However, AFSCME feared violence 
would result and donated the time to 
the ASUC, which is controlled by 
campus pacifists. ASUC tried to 
nullify the effect by allowing the three 
to speak, but surrounding them with 
anti-violence pacifists. Both a senator 
and a member of AFSCME spoke 
before the speakers picked by the 
meeting. Both denounced possible 
violence, the AFSCME speaker saying 
that a confrontation would jeapordize 
chances for their upcoming strike and 
would hurt the chances of the 
Community Control of Police 
Ammendment, 

Two thousand showed up in Sproul 
Plaza, the largest crowd to attend a 
rally in some time. A couple hundred 
women, carrying the flags of the NLF 
and Pathet Lao, singing songs and 
chanting, sat near the front. Finally 
one of them got to speak. She gave a 
brief talk stating the necessity of 
support for the people of Indo-China 
and was well recieved. 

Immediately, but with some 
confusion, the march started. First it 
was a small trickle, the women, in 
single file under the flags winding their 
way through the crowd to Sather 
Gate, Slowly the line grew wider as 
other women, then men began to join. 
Soon the marchers outnumbered those 
who remained at the rally. Chanting 
and singing, the marchers, in high 
spirits, wound through campus, and 
back to Sproul Plaza without seeing a 
single pig. 

As the group reached Bancroft, 
there was brief hesitation, then, 
following the women, the 
demonstrators began to movedown the 
street towards the AEC building on 
Bancroft between Fulton-Oxford (the 
mame changes at Bancroft) and 
Shattuck. The front moved slowly, 
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was a short one-sided battle among the 
Stalled cars on Oxford Street. 

The almost-busted brother broke 
free. The Negro cop also escaped. But 
the white cop was hit by flags, fists, 
and boots, many of the blows 
delivered by angry sisters in the group. 
When it ended, he lay unconscious in 
the street in a pool of his own blood. 

The Berkeley conservatives will 
attempt to get a lot of mileage out of 
this incident, claiming a cop had been 
brutally attacked by a riotous mob. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The demonstrators were not 
violent until they were subject to the 
direct and stupid, unprovoked attack 
by glory-seeking pigs. They defended 
themselves in the best revolutionary 
manner. 

Afterwards there was much 
confusion. Four cops managed to keep 
the disorganized demonstrators from. 
Shattuck via Kittredge. The leadership 
indecisively held meetings, and people 
drifted back to campus. 

A third of them made it to a 
standoff at the ROTC building. Rather 
than repeat last year’s SDS farce, the 
crowd regrouped at Sproul Plaza. 
About five hundred then marched 
down Bancroft for another assault on 
AEC. In the back of the march, an 
AEC car tried to get through. It was 
seized by the demonstrators who set 
fire to it and destroyed it. 

In front, attempting to outflank the 
poice, people tried a breakthrough at 
Durant and Fulton. The police moved 
fast and blocked that intersection, but 
the front of the crowd made it 
through to Shattuck on Channing. 

As soon as they got there they were 
met by a squad of police who fired 
shotguns and sent them scrambling 
back up Haste Street. More than t-n 
shots were fired. At least one pe~son

was hit, probably with a wooden 
bullet. He was more stunned by the 
fact of being shot than by the pain. 

Again the demonstrators regrouped 
at Sproul. The next. target was 
California Hall, which houses the 
Chancellor’s office. People walked 
over, a little exhausted by the flight 
from the shotguns, and sat on the grass 
facing the building when they saw it 
guarded by four pigs. It seemed as if 
the demonstration was over and a 
picnic would be held. 

The detente was brief. First a 
bottle, then a rock, then a hail of 
rocks fell around the pigs, who did a 
tap dance to avoid them. Then they 
unleashed some tear gas which ruined 
the picnic. 

One last confrontation involved an 

attempt by the demonstrators to break 
a police line at Sather Gate. A shower 
of rocks was thrown a police and a lot 
of tear gas was thrown. It was the 
largest pitched battle of the day. The 
intensity of the action seemed to be 
growing. 
But suddenly it was all over. The 
demonstration had just melted away. 
Except for some scattered small group 
trashing, Sproul Plaza, with just a tinge 
of tear gas odor and some burned out 
trash cans was left to the Hari 
Krishnas, Jesus Feaks and street 
vendors. 

The weakness of the action was the 
lack of preparedness of all involved. 
People were not in tightly knit groups 
but were scattered and atomized 
individuals in a crowd. This made the 
whole thing alienating to 
demonstrators and easy for police to 
control. How much better it would 
have been if there could have been 
several groups of a couple of hundred 
people marching from different parts 
of the city. 
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No one, including the leaders, 
appeared to know exactly what to do 
in a confrontation with the police. 
This led to hesitancy when action 
should have been decisive. Mass 
meetings at each street corner gave the 
police plenty of time to prepare. 

Many of the women didn’t want to 
repeat the honcho. male mistake of 
steamrolling people into doing 
something they might not want to do. 
Men who usually give leadership felt 
hung up, and held back for fear of 
upstaging the women’s leadership. 

People weren't politically ог 
personally prepared to deal with their 
own fears. It seemed that people 
wanted to support the Laotians but 
not take risks. There's no way to do 
that. Opposing Amerikan violence in 
Laos means taking some of that 
violence in Berkeley. There's no way 
to fight on the side of the 
Indo-Chinese and not have the pigs use 
their overkill on us too. 


It’s only because of our relatively 
priveledged position that the violence 
we take is so small. 

For all its failures though, the 
action was an important statement of 
Support for the people of Indo-China. 
When added to the other 
demonstrations around the country, it 
will not only put pressure on the 
Amerikan government, but will add a 
little more strength to the will to fight 
of the courageous, but hard pressed 
people of Southeast Asia. 

Tt was also an important experience 
for women’s leadership, an exercise 
they'll be able to grow from. 

Finally if anyone doubted it, we 
showed we haven’t wilted away since 
last May, and that the revolution is 
not, as claimed in the straight press, 
dead. 
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The newscaster said, “it’s been a big 
day for news." It showed how he could 
only relate to the earthquake and the 
invasion of Laos as things to dig on 
voyeuristicly. 

The pigs for some time now, have been 
claiming that earth tremors, which 
happen with increasing regularity all 
along the San Andreas fault -- which runs 
from Alaska to California in the ocean, 
hits the land at Point Reyes and 
continues south southeast into Baja 
California, South America, then cuts 
across the ocean to New Zealand - are 
good because they take some of the 
punch out of the earth’s upheavals. 
Already they are saying that the Quake 
has told us many “interesting and useful” 
facts... 
It's like what happens on holidays. 
The National Safety Council tells us that 
so-and-so many people will die, and 
completely covering up the average 
unsafeness of the whole Amerikan car 


particular “minor” quake, 
measuring a mere 6.5 on the Richter scale 
(11 was supposed to be ‘the real danger’), 
was felt from Fresno, 200 miles north, to 
Mexico 130 miles south, to Las Vegas 
225 miles northeast. Wednesday morning 
35 people were known dead; mostly poor 
or old people, 850 treated for injuries, 
120,000 evacuated from their homes, and 
property damage over one billion dollars 
(quake insurance is so high that at most 1 
in 10,000 people in L.A. have it). Only 
the hour of the quake, 6 A.M., saved lives 
of hundreds of thousands of people who 
would have otherwise been on the roads 
or in unsafe public buildings (250,000 
kids go to schools which do not meet the 
state's quake safety standards adopted 


"Things are going fast and heavy at 
Stanford. Tuesday, the Black Students 
Union held a rally at noon, They marched 
to the Stanford president’s office and 
presented their demands. 

Then the BSU moved to the Stanford 
judicial counsel hearing where students 
were being tried on trumped up charges 
regarding H. C. Lodge's intrusion on their 
campus. 

"Theresa Romeras, one of the women 
on trial, read the BSU demands and was 
so disgusted with the racism of the S.J.C. 
that she refused to stay in court. The 
entire defense counsel then declared that 
they would no longer bother to contest 
the charges since it was taking energy 
away from the struggle against the 
invasion of Laos. 

Tuesday night there was a mass 
meeting of students who voted to strike 
until the following demands are met: 

1. Stanford moves out of Indo-China. 

2. The Stanford community operates 
for the people. 

3. All political prisoners are free, 

This morning (Feb. 10), 150 people 
took over the computer center. The 
computer center is the operating base of 
the Stanford Research Institute, which 
programs amphibious assaults in 
Southeast Asia. 

Although there were about 200 people 
outside the building, the students felt 
they didn’t have enough strength to resist 
a police attack. 

The police were on campus for 2 hours 
being briefed on who to get before they 
moved on the people. At 4:30, the pigs 
cleared people out of the computer 
center, They read an order to disperse 
and then suddenly charged into the 
crowd. 

They moved decisively, singling out 
Theresa and tripping her with their clubs. 
As soon as she was knocked down, they 
beat her brutally and repeatedly hit her in 
the groin with their clubs. Another sister, 
Tracy Grey from the Venceremos 
Brigade, tried to aid Theresa and was 


‚ arrested. Along with Tracy and Theresa, 


three others were arrested, including 
Sharon Winslow. 
The students were temporarily 


overwhelmed by the pig onslaught but 
the struggle has just begun. 

Tonight (Wednesday) there is a 
meeting to determine the direction of the 
strike, After the meeting, the people 
broke into small affinity groups. We have 
not, as press time draws quite near, 
gotten a clear report on what followed, 
but apparently the pigs vamped on the 
people. A conservative high school 
student was shot in the leg by the pigs. 
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and forgotten 40 years ago, and 40% of 
the schools are in the L.A. area. Wonder 
if the other 60% are in the Bay Area?).

None of this seems to matter to the 
government. On TV, the first thing 
Reagan got it together to say was about 
protecting the property from looting and 
seeing to it that law ‘n’ order didn’t get 
buried in the rubble too, And Puritan 
cleanliness: only hours after the quake, 
workmen were sent to scrub the windows 
of downtown skyscrapers and pick up the 
glass, while nearby people lay buried 
under hundreds of pounds of concrete 
and metal and whole areas were still cut 
off from any communication with the 
outside world. 

The fact of the matter is, pig logic 
makes quakes. Last summer we met an 
engineer who had been brought to SF 
from Texas to work on the rapid transit 
system. He said that most of the 
engineers working for BART thought it 
was insane to be building a subway in the 


The same is true for tall buildings. It 


to be safer than low ones , because they 
can sway and thus not crack, but the 
blasting and digging to get a solid 
foundation for these buildings will just 
intensify the quake when it comes. So 
who cares if a Standard Oil Bldg doesn’t 
fall? That’s no benefit to us. 

Anyway, a number of ecologically 
together things did happen. Millions of 
dollars worth of freeways were trashed. A 
monster Lockheed aircraft plant was 
closed, The Hall of Justice, where the 
Manson trial is rumbling to a halt, was 
shaken and cracked. Best of all the 
Sylmar juvenile detention center was 
heavily damaged, and in the confusion 
100 young prisoners of war escaped.

In the nerve center of the Pacific Rim 
strategy, the group of about 300 gathered 
on the steps of the Pacific Stock 
exchange to protest the invasion of Laos. 
Poor publicity and perhaps fear, had kept. 
the numbers down. Elsewhere in the city 
it was sunny, but the buildings in the 
financial distriet were too tall, too 
menacing to let the sun shine through. 

Then, a beautiful thing happened. 
Around the corner you could hear a 
rhythmic beat chanting, as people 
strained to see whre this LIFE was 
coming from. Finally they come into 
view--a band of about 20, mostly sisters, 
holding high the flas of the National 
Liberation Front. The fist spontaneous 
cheer of the day went up. "We're the 
friends of Madame Binh, Indochina’s 
gonna win.” 

At the same time, another speaker 
came forward. He was Walter Stack, a 
middle-aged "hardhat for peace.” The 
brothera steward in the Hodcarrier’s 
local, was dressed for work and explained 
he had to get back in two minutes. The 
brother was outtasite, saying how 
workers and young people shared their 
hatred for the war, and how we should 
owrk together to stop the war machine. 

After exhortations to "organize 
wherever you are," the noontime rally 
broke up. Great things were promised for 
Saturday, the 1st of May, the 24th of 
May--but not for today. 

The people with the Viet Cong flags 
marched around the block, chanting and 
singing. As they came down the sidewalk 
on Sansome, the pigs pulled up and told 
them to stop. They did so, evey though 
they’d broken no laws or even windows. 

Having obeyed the command, they 
were rewarded by a typical charge of the 
San Francisco Tactical Squad -who are 
consistently the most together bunch of 
thugs I’ve ever witnessed. 
~ A few people were clubbed to the 
ground and kicked as they scattered the 
crowd in a matter cf seconds. There were 
no arrests and the pigs gained a couple of 
N.L.F. flags for the clubhouse.

Rioting broke out this week in 
Wilmington, N.C., historically a racially 
troubled town. After four students were 
suspended from publie schools for alleged 
participation in racial disturbances, black 
students responded by boycotting public 
schools, demanding a school holiday in 
honor of Martin Luther King, more Black 
students and Black personell. The New 
Hanover County School Board refused to 
respond to the demands, but they 
scheduled appeals for the suspended 
students. 

Several days of rioting followed, and 
on Saturday night the pigs shot and killed 
Gibbs Mitchell, a 19 year old Black 
brother. The next day Harvey Cumber, a 
white man, was shot in the head while 
driving through the neighborhood. The 
pigs claim snipers were responsible, and 
Governor Bob Scott ordered about 600 
National Guard troops into action. 

Monday night pigs raided a church 
supposedly being used as a "sniper's 
nest". 50 National Guard and local pigs 


with rifles and machine guns on. tanks 
Meier ventas ueri 
opened the door. He said he didn’t want 
the church broken into; it had been 
empty since the night before when some 
Black youths who had been there split 
because the National Guard hit the 
streets. Pigs say they found a pile of 
empty shotgun shells on a chair by the 
kitchen window. 

Recent reports say that the town is 
quiet, the curfew has been lifted, and all 
Black youths were urged to attend 
Mitchell's funeral Wednesday. 


RAID 


Last Wednesday evening and early 
Thursday morning two separate raids 
were carried out against East Bay 
communes. These raids were each led by 
Don Jones, head of the Berkeley FBI 
office, and were backed by seven federal 
lackeys and two local goons. The 
Fairview political collective and one of 
the Tribe houses were among those 
raided, In each case, they first surrounded 
the house and then entered claiming they 
had “probable cause to believe” that 
Weather fugitives were holed up there. At 
each house they entered and conducted a 
search without warrants, herding people 
into one room and then searching the 
remaining rooms, 

We were required to identify ourselves; 
brothers were asked to show their draft 
cards, which were examined closely. They 
made a vain effort to legitimize their raid 
by trying to intimidate with information 
they already knew about us, This was for 
the most part simple personal background 
information. They seemed to have quite a 
bit of this, 

In one house an agent was actually on 
the phone his central file, quoting this 
stuff out loud to us. (Perhaps on the 
theory that if the FBI knows what high 
school you went to, you shouldn't expect 
rights.) In some cases people were 
separated and questioned. 
| After an hour and a half the pigs left. 

We were left with the distinct impression 
that the purpose of the raids was to 
intimidate and harrass us while they 
gathered any information about us they 
could, 


p as right on, Би! leamnéd — 
about our unpreparedness in the process. 


When the houses were searched no one 
went with the agents. We could have 
demanded that people go with them. 
Sisters and brothers should not speak 
individually to them, but should wait 
until everyone is together and then deal 
with them as a unit (and then only to 
refuse to answer any questions). The best. 
way to prepare ourselves for the future is 
to educate ourselves as to our rights, and 
to formulate procedures so that there is 
collective strength and not individual 
weakness.

RAIDED 


On Friday, in the first Berkeley dem- 
onstration in a long, long time, people — 
invaded the offices of the FBI. 

After listening to a campus rally on 
the L.A. Chicano Moratorium, the Laos 
invasion and the FBI raids into movement. 
homes, about three hundred people 
marched down Bancroft to the FBI office 
at Milvia and Center Streets. 

The omniscent fedpigs were unpre- 
pared for the actions. The doors of their 
office building (1967 Holiday Inn archi- 
tecture) were wide open and unprotected. 
Seizing the time, some of the demon- 
strators entered the building and got up 
to the third floor FBI suite. 

People pounded on the locked door, 
screaming “Open up, we've got probable 
cause to believe that some fascist pigs are 
hiding inside.” Someone stuck his hand 
through the mail slot and got it clubbed. 

*We've got Bernadine Dohrn out here! 
Rap Brown too, and the people who 
bombed the Oakland Induction Center 
and the entire New Year's Gang!” 

Finally, Don Jones, local leader of the 
FBI, stuck his head out the door and did 
an imitation of Humphrey Bogart in 
“Sahara.” “I’ve got mace and I’m pre- 
pared to use it!” 

The lettering on the door of the office 
began to fall off, and people gathered it 
as souvenirs. As the last demonstrators 
started to leave they were met by four 
Berkeley Pigs in riot gear at the door, 
who chased them back up the stairs. 
“Wait in the corridor for us.” Sure. 
Everyone scrambled down the other sta 
case and out the exit around the corner, 
As the rally outside ended, two pigs,

The San Francisco pigs are continuing 
i their harassment of street artists. These 
people are vitalizing our streets by enter- 
taining people, by providing focal points 
for people to gather, and by bartering 
their own wares and talents directly to 
the people without the rip-offs and de- 
| humanization that accompany store shop- 
ping. In effect, they create liberated areas 
which counteract the frantic pace of most 
city streets. They are making businessmen 
uptight and, consequently, are getting 
| busted for loitering, blocking the side- 
walk, peddling without a license, and 
disturbing the peace. 

On Friday at Giradelli Square, one 
musician was arrested for begging and his 
guitar was confiscated. His guitar is still in 
Jail. Late Saturday afternoon after most 
of the street artists and the crowd had 
split, a woman was busted for peddling 
without a permit, and a man was arrested 
on the same charge plus disturbing the 
peace. The woman had two kids with her, 
so they gave her a citation and let her 
drive to the pig pen. There, the pigs 


showed her a bunch of strip artists and 
their wares in a curious attempt to intimi- 
date her. The man busted was Bill Clark, 
who has been expending a lot of energy 
cireulating a petition asking the city to 
stop this harassment and organizing the 
street artists. Two hundred dollars worth 
of jewelry, tools, and a display case were 
confiscated from him. The stuff is still in 
jail. 

Free permits are supposed to be easily 
available from the Tax Office. The last 
permit was issued three years ago. In 
attempting to communicate their concern 
to Nelder, Alioto, and other fat cats, the 
artists have met with a lot of buck passing 
and a prevailing attitude that artists are 
criminals. A tense situation is developing 
from this insensitive attitude and heavier 
shit can be expected. There willbe a 
meeting at 5:30 on Monday the 15th at 
ihe Cannery Coffee House on the wharf 
for people concerned about the plight of 
the street artist.

Last week’s bombing of the Oakland 
Induction Center posed more danger to 
three Black people than to the U. S. war 
machine. 

It was appropriate that the facility be 
attacked at the start of the invasion of 
Laos. The place where young men are 
processed for cannon fodder is an excel- 
lent target. But rev. onaries must 
check out the full consequences of their 
actions. 

The week before, a bomb went off at 
another excellent target — the L. A. 
Federal Building. In that explosion an 18 
year old Chicano working as a parttime 


who can't afford to live anywhere else. 

The powerful bomb was placed in a 

mailbox on the sidewalk. It was placed so 
it did at least as much damage to a nearby 
restaurant and key shop as to the Induc- 
tion Center. 
The small restaurant was still open. 
The Black owner and two customers, 
playing pool, were inside. When the bomb 
went off just a few feet away, all the 
windows were blown out. The three 
brothers hit the floor fast. Fortunately, 
none were hurt. 

Across the street, an old woman living 
on her pension narrowly missed being hit 
by flying glass. Surely there are better 
targets than the oppressed people who 
live, work, or play pool on 15th Street. 

The Induction Center managed to 
process recruits that day, despite the 
damage. It was business as usual. 

I have love and respect for the sisters 
and brothers who have taken up arms 
against the Amerikan monster. But I 
don't love seeing innocent people die. 
And I don't respect the judgment of 
those who endanger the people. After all, 
that's who we're fighting for, right? 

If you can't aim it, don't shoot. If 
уоште not sure where to plant it, don't.

(The following communication, reprinted from the East Village Other, has 


been edited to reduce its length.) 


We of the Panther 21 take this opportunity to greet you with a spirit of 
revolutionary love and solidarity—that spirit that revolutionists feel for 
each other—that spirit that our enemies cannot understand nor deal 
with—that spirit that defies their divide and rule campaign—with that 
spirit—we greet you. 

We wish to make known to you that we feel an unrighteous act has 
been done to you by the self-proclaimed “vanguard” parties by their 
obvious neglect in not openly supporting you—by their obvious disregard 
of and silence on your righteous revolutionary actions. But they have all 
but ignored us also—so in that respect we are in similar waters. But we 
wish to inform you that the most revolutionary and progressive brothers 
that we have met within the confines of a maximum security 
Babylon—along with us—have considered you one of the—if not the—true 
vanguard within the confines of the artificial boundaries of the United 
States of Amerikkka at this time. You related to action—the unequivocal 
truth—by which revolutionaries guage each other. 

This letter is to acknowledge your actions—and like how we have 
watched your growth—and to relate to you how we have felt 
revolutionary joy on both accounts. This letter is also a response to your 


latest communique— “New Morning—Changing Weather.” In it we can 


sense and feel your frustation and sense 
of isolation. We know the feeling very 
well, having felt it owrselves for the last 
21 months. 
We also very keenly feel the loss of 
direction, the confusion and chaos that is 
running rampant out there. We see how 
the pigs are working overtime to try and 
fuck things up - but we also see how 
much of the comes from these self 
proclaimed ‘vanguard’ parti 
themselves. How these “omnipoten 
parties are throwing seeds of confusion 
escapism, and have lost much of their 
momentum by bad tactics-in fact terrible 
tactics tripping out, pseudo-machoism, 
arrogance, mymidonism, dogmatism, 
regionlism, regimentation, and fear. Thus 
the situation out there has become a sort 
of the lost leading the blind. We have seen 
our comrades-in-arms. sit in maximum 
security and dig the contradictions out in 
the streets-get bailed out and then not 
be able to deal with it head on-so that 
finally, they too became co-opted by this 
+ bullshit-and now cannot confront us, 
cannot look us in the eye. So from our 
experiences we are responding to your 
communique because although we caa 
understand fully where you are coming; 
from- we sensed a certain mood and saw 
certain statements in your communique 
that sent chills up our spine. 

Ме ‘can see your attitude towards the 
mother country “ youth culture”-how it 
was “the forces which produces ” you,"a 
culture that” you“were part of, a young 
unformed society (nation).” We can also 
see “the possibilities that exist for you 
to develop the movement so that as 
revolutionaries you change and shape the 
cultural revolution - You are in a 
position to change it for the better." We 
can also see that you feel—and rightfully 
so—the need for more support from the 
mother country youth. But we feel that 
most of the mother country youth 
culture communes smack heavily with 
excapism—a danger you must be aware of 
and guard yourselves against. 

Another facet to be considered is that 
there is a world of difference between a 
MOVEMENT and a REVOLUTION. 
Movements can go in many 
directions—and all at one time—and can 
only be used up to a certain point. Like 
the essence of the government's power 
has been FORCE and its agility to 
maintain a gap between the people's 
beliefs and the realities of society. For 
what the people do not understand they 
cannot control. A movement can deal 
with the belief/reality gap, but not with 
force. The only thing that will deal with 
reactionary force and violence is 
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revolutionary counter-force апа 
counter-violence. Another factor to be 
considered is that just because you “go 
out into the air” does not necessarily 
mean that you will be closer to the 
people-Look at the self-proclaimed 
“vanguard "parties. 

You must also deal with racism within 
your “youth culture” —although as Sartre 
states—the “worthiest of souls contain 
racial prejudice"—we are talking about 
overt racial prejudice. You mention the 
demonstrations over Kent State and 
Jackson State—but there was a world of 
difference in them—a racial difference—an 
overt racial difference, When the Kent 
State incident occurred—the nation 


stopped—flags 
mast—everybody was uptight—that in no 
way resembles the magnitude— or rather 


flew at half 


the lack of magnitude concerning 
theJackson State incident. The former—as 
you said “showed real power and made a 
strong difference"—the latter did not put 
anyone “оп the defensive" except black 
people. 

We can understand your need to build 

a strong sense of community-it is a 
nesessity for you in the mother country— 
Just as it is for us in the colonies. Now 
while doing this we must use this new 
consciousness and recognize it for what i 
is— a perception of reality. We—you| 
especially under the circumstances—must 
that  ''grass and organic’ 
consciousness expanding drugs" are NOT W 
weapons of the revolution—they may be a 
tool to bring you together in a sense of 
community—but they will not bring the 
Amerikkkan systen down. 
Remember-the amount of hard drugs 
increased proportionately with the 
growing political awareness in the black 
community—and that was no 
accident-and the establishment uses as 
its tools not only "the killer drugs (smack 
and speed)—to pacify and destroy young 
people"—but also DANGEROUSLY 
adulterated organic consciousness- 
expanding drugs. Also. these» 
things—these“tools” can be used for 
escapism. 

Then in your “youth communities" of 
the mother country—the emphasis is on 
individual freedom still, while we аге 
dealing with group freedom still. Thus 
where do blacks and the rest of the third 
world fit into the scheme of things in 
your "new families”? You see, you state 
that "none of these changes that people 
are going through are rules and 
principles." Now in dealing with the 
mother country—black and third world 
relationships—in dealing with 
revolution—in dealing with "the need for 
new men and new women"—you are 
dealing with principles—or are you trying 
to tell us that these contradictions have 
been dealt with—we are not convinced. 
We realize that this will be a protracted 
struggle-but when does protracted 
become non-movement—escapism- 
isolation-and retrogression? 

You cannot build the revolutionary 
consciousness of a population through 
political explanations. But military 
actions can create this consciousness." It 
is your duty as revolutionaries to “change 
and shape the cultural revolution” into a 
real revolutionary culture—to shape your 
youth to fight. 

For instance, take a group, a party and 
its supporters with a few activists—it can 
move in a revolutionary manner against Bf 7 
the pigs OR it can function-have а 
newspaper, hold rallies, conventions, 
congresses, e¢tc.—then гһеќогісіапз 
rhetoric, functionaries function, printing 
presses print, delegates travel 
international friendships grow, “leaders 
become overwhelmed with **work"—then 
the prospects of armed struggle—real 
revolution diminish. It gets lost in the

much repression—meanwhile, the fascists 
snatch out the activists—who are not so 
noisy—but deemed more dangerous. Does 
this not sound familiar?

Now we must make ourselve clear—we 
agree with you that demonstrations and 
rallies may have some use—and as you 
state “someone must call for them, put 
out leaflets, convince people that it is a 
priority"—but the only way to get good 
support—to quote Marighella again The 
rebellion of the urban guerilla and his 
persistance in intervening in public 
questions is the best way of insuring 
public support of the cause we 
defend—we repeat and insist оп 
repeating: IT 15 THE BEST WAY OF 
INSURING PUBLIC SUPPORT. As soon 
as а reasonable section of the population 
begins to take seriously the action of the 
urban guerilla.” 

As you say—it is true—"People become 
revolutionaries in the schools, in the 
army, in prisons, in communes, and on 
the streets"—like Kent State showed what 
can happen in schools, in the army—they 
can change sides or desert, you have seen 
about all that can be accomplished in 
prison, and on Wall street in May about 
on the streets—if these revolutings are 
done alone—without coordination and 
outside help. Thus the underground and 
military actions are very necessary—very 
necessary—and very necessary that they 
are very much together.

Because if you and your 
youth nation" don't keep the pressure 
up-not only with mass 
demonstrations-but also with military 
action—then basically—as you state 
"Black and third world 
forced by necessity to go "up against 
Amerikan Imperialism alone." In that 
event—we say to your "youth nation” —if 
they cannot be of aid to us—then keep 
them out of the way! 

Now no successful war for liberation 
has been waged without 
violence—the question is how intelligently 
are we going to use it? We must fight with 
gun, bomb, mind, and heart — we must 
match the enemy AT L T blow for 


prople" are 


ever 


blow — AT LEAST! You sce — for us 
things Critical-every day every 
hour-how “many of our people are 
suffering? How many die? That's why our 
fight will not be over until no human 
being in Washington D.C. is more 
important than any human being in 


Harlem, no human being on Wall Street is 
more important than any humanbeing in 
Guatemala, no human being in Ohio is 
more important than any human being in 
the Congo— in other words — until 


everyone is free — nobody will be secure. 
We, of the third world, MUST of 
necessity destroy this highly automated 
and cybernated society or be destroyed 
by it-NOW! 

We need allies— we have a powerful 
enemy who cannot be defeated without 
an allied effort. Anyone who has the 
same interest as we do— the destruction 
of this evil society— is an ally — all other 
are foes. Now how are our allies going to 
aid us? You speak of "Almost random 
bombing offensive" and "most of" your 
“political actions have hurt the enemy on 
about the same military scale as a bee 
sting. But the political effect has been 
devastating. The world knows that cven 
the white youth of Babylon will resort to 
force to bring down imperialism.” Well— 
let's look at that— for one— Mohammed 
Ali boasted of his “Floating like a 
butterfly—sting like a bee"—and with 
enough of his “bee stings” could destroy 


a foe— and he himself admits— as he got 
more mature his “bee stings” began 
packing more of a wallup. We think the 
same principle might apply here— also 
picking targets—let’s ALL try to pick 
targets with more care and planning The 
object is to 1) destroy the economy — 
like bombing sites which will affect the 
economy the most?

And we KNOW that 
“twos and threes” can "do an armed 
action without getting caught." As you 
say— your power is that you “аге mobile, 
decentralized, flexible...” 

In conclusion — we would like to leave 
these few wish 


thoughts — we you 
revolutionary victory in all that you do 
But remember—. thi degree of racial 
co-existance greatly depends on your 


successes. Secondly—remember that this 
is not a national war, but a global 
war—and we who are in the eye of this 
evil, monstrous octopus—we who are in 
the belly of this beast—a lot depends on 
us! Thirdly—remember “In a revolution 
one wins or dies!" The stakes are very 


high— humanity versus inhumanity — do 
you recall the old “Ask what you can do 
for i 


your country”?— Destroy 
‚ morally, psychologically, and 
lly— destroy it. And whatever you 
do — do it good!

This statement 
postdates an expulsion of the Panther 21 
from the Black Panther Party for their 
attacks on the party in their letter to the 
Weathermen. 

The Black Panther Party 
denounces the  counterrevolutionary 
action of jackanape Connie Matthews 
Tabor, her husband, Michael Cetewayo 
Tabor, and Richard Diruba Moore, which 
has jeopardized the lives of the Minister. 
of Defense of the Black Panther Party, 
Huey P. Newton and Chief of Staff David 
Hilliard.... 

Connie Matthews Tabor was the 
primary person responsible for 
coordinating Huey P. Newton for the 
current East Coast speaking tours to 
mobilize support for Bobby Seale and 
Ericka Huggins..The day before she left, 
Bobby personally asked Connie to testify 
in his behalf. On Friday, February 5, 
Huey spoke to a group of black student 
unions at New Hven College, and after 
the meeting he left for Boston. At, this 
point, Connie Matthews Tabor slipped 
away with her husband, Michael 
Cetewayo Tabor. and Eddie Gamal 
Joseph. Connie Matthews Tabor never 
communicated again with David Hilliard 
or Huey P..Newton. she took with her 
details of the Supreme Commander's 
speaking tour, and stole the list of 
European contacts necessary for the 
revolutionary Intercommunal Solidarity 
Day, March 5. These acts could jeapardize 
the mobilization campaign in support of 
Bobby and Erika. The east coast 
speaking tour and Revolutionary 
Intercommunal Solidarity Day are key 
points of the strategy to defeat the 
government’s plan to put Bobby and 
Ericka in the electric chair... 

On Monday, February 8, Michael 
Cetewayo Tabor and Richar Diruba 
Moore failed to appear for another 
session of Murtagh’s circus. By deserting 
their comrades, they gave the pigs an 
excuse to throw Joan Bird and Afeni 
Shakur, who is four months pregnant, 
back into maximum security. They 
jeapardized the chances of the other 
brothers getting bail, and the propped up. 
the dying case of pig Phillips against the 
New York 21. Their disappearances also 
endanger the homes and offices of all 
party members by giving the pigs and 
excuse. 

The fact that the New York 21 in jail 
were expelled from the Black Panther 
Party for their attacks on the Party in 
their letter to the Weathermen can in no 
way justify the dirty actions of those 
dogs, Moore and Tabor toward their 
comrades. This vieous back-stabbing act 
dwarfs the differences between the 21 
and the Black Panther Party. 

The Black Panther Party denounces 
the treacherous acts of Connie Matthews 
Tabor and Michael Cetewayo Tabor and 
Richar Diruba Moore. The Black Panther 
Party considers them enemies of the 
people. 

Signed Huey P. Newton, Minister of 
Defense, Black Panther Party. 
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The recent bust of Tim Leary by 
Panthers in Algeria touched off an 
emotinal ideological dispute between 
various factions of the Amerikan 
movement. Some of us at the Tribe felt it 
would be wrong to respond with a 
“correct line” or choose sides instead of 
admitting our confusion. We hope alot of 
response to the "revolutionary" bust 
would be coming from our readers, and 
|we definitely wanted to open up for 
debate the questions of using drugs in a 
revolutionary society and using 
"revolutionary" busts as a means of 
discipline. However, we wanted to use 
this opportunity to deal with the impact 
this action had on our movement and 
begin to articulating some of the 
questions which have been holding us 
back. 

Eldridge said that he publicized 
Leary’s bust to help pull together the 
[Amerikan movement: Both in algeria and 
Amerika the need to work towards 
unification is obvious. By relying on past 

ties to choose sides in such a clearly 
divisive issue we cannot achieve this goal. 
But by collectively addressing ourselves 
to the problems that divide our 
movement and separate white and Third 
World movements from each other, we 
сап further the process towards achieving 
unity. Many of these problems became 
readily apparent “at the Revolutionary 


Several of Cleaver’s criticisms of Leary 
circle around symptoms of a 
male-dominant ego: the need to be seen 
as a High Priest, the desire to have a 
worshipful audience around him, a false 
sense of power and the resultant breaches 
of security. 

And the possibility has been raised 
that the whole matter, involving two men 
who are looked up to by many as philo- 
sophical and tactical leaders, is largely a 
batile between competing male egos. 
Cleaver's handling of Leary’s bust is cer- 
tainly confusing to those of us who hope 
to establish a society in which the use of 
force is never necessary to the resolution 
of personal conflicts. The dictatorial 
nature of the incarceration of Leary and 
is wife will be used by reactionary ele- 
ments as “proot” that modern-day revo- 
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People’s Constitutional Convention or 
have been pinpointed in such recent 
communications as the Panther 21 letter 
to the Weather Underground, the New 
Morning Weather Communique, and the 
Eldridge/Tim interview. 

Specifically, we wonder about the role 
of leaders and/or superstars within our 
movement. The Weather underground 
says that they feel out of touch with the 
people, and the Panther 21 state that 
they and the Weather underground have 
been neglected by self-proclaimed 
vanguard parties. At the Constitutional 
Convention many of us felt alienated 
from the leadership and thought that 
they were unable or unwilling to explain 
what was happening to the people. Do 
superstars have any place in our 
movement at all? Do we relate to Abbie 
Hoffman, Jerry Rubin, Stew Albert, and 
Tim Leary in the way Eldridge seems to 
think we do? Are they going through the 
same changes we are? Cleaver criticized 
Tim's role as a superstar, but then asked 
him to act as a mouthpiece to his 
“constituency” and said that his work 
should be to write and disseminate 
information. Finally, what are the 
differences between the way the Panther 
Party views leadership and the way 
Women’s Liberation views leadership? 

Another question to consider is the 
purpose of a culture and the goals of the 


lutionaries’ only goal is to establish а 
leftist dictatorship; it raises, as well, 
problems about correct revolutionary 
discipline while trying to avoid trips of 
macho power. 

But to dismiss the issues involved as 
merely. a clash of dominant egos would be 
à serious mistake, and would be totally 
ignoring the hard questions surrounding 
the use of a perception-altering drug to 
"liberate? the mind. 

This itself is the most important point: 
both Cleaver and Leary agree that the 
freedom of prisoners in the Amerikan 
system is of the first priority. The dis- 
parity that is now evident comes, I think, 
from a lack of mutual understanding 
about the different nature of struggles 
confronting young whites and other, 
more oppressed classes. For blacks and 
other third world peoples, the primary

Mao says that a 
people’s army without culture is a dull 
witted army, and a dull witted army 
cannot defeat the enemy. How can we 
build a culture and defeat the enemy? 
Eldridge seems to view our movement 
differently than we do; he may see us as 
being in a morerevolutionary place than 
we see ourselves. How much is our lack of 
discipline and failure to work for the 
revolution because we haven't created a 
eulture to which we can be committed? 
Our concept of work should be given 
careful thought. The New Morning 
Weather Communique said that the 
Weather underground has changed their 
belief that armed struggle is the only real 
revolutionary struggle because "people 
become revolutionaries in school, in the 
army, in prisons, in communes, and on 
the street, not in underground cells." 
Their statement received criticism from 
the Panther 21, who quoted Che, “Armed 
struggle is the only solution for people 
who fight to free themselves.” They 
chose armed struggle because they

The use of LSD has in the past been 
responsible for releasing many whites 
from the burden of remaining in the 
repressive Amerikan system, and although 
it is certainly not the only way to accom- 
plish this (personal contacts, guerrilla 
theatre, reading, and experiencing action 
are all effective devices), LSD may cer- 
tainly confinue to be of use in unfolding 
to many others the barrenness of middle- 
class and bourgeois life. The problems in 
the use of mind-altering drugs that Clea- 
yer objects to involve a self-indulgent 
tendency to escapism. Young people who 
feel they have discovered a new world to 
experience too often forget their brothers 
and sisters who are forced to exist in 


believed it is the most convincing form of 
radicalization, and that other forms, if 
not combined with armed struggle, lead 
to bourgeois tactics and lose initiative. 
But in protracted struggle, cannot both 
methods be used simultaneously to reach 
a larger number of people? 

Finally, we must deal with the aspects 
of our culture which become oppressive 
or escapist. Eldridge and the 21 criticisms 
of drugs and our lifestyle in general as 
escapist; these are valid criticisms and we 
must deal with them immediately. Many 
parts of 0ш” culture have been oppressive 
and ехсаріѕі, i.e. overpriced and 
carelessly used drugs, the use of smack, 
amphetamines, and barbituates, sexist 
“free love," etc. But do we sometimes act 
in a reactionary manner and summarily 
condemn potentially revolutionary tools 
because they are used in the piggish ways 
that are a product of our conditioning? 

We expect many forthcoming 
responses to the Leary/Cleaver incident, 
and encourage the community to respond 
to the questions posed here. We hope we 
have generated a dialogue which can 
continue in future Tribes. Careful 
thinking and collective discussions should 
reflect themselves in our own lives, the 
work presently being done in our 
community, and in the progress of our 
movement.

sciousness must wait for raising food to 
eat, or finding a place to live. 

Committed revolutionaries may even 
find drug use as helpful to further aware- 
ness; but its limitations must be clearly 
understood. Psychedelics do not in any 
sense insure an understanding of foreign 
and domestic imperialism, and being 
stoned often makes one plainly useless as 
an agent of social change or to anyone 
else’s needs. Dosing everybody in the U.S. 
with LSD, certainly, wouldn’t solve any 
problems. 

The schism between Eldridge Cleaver 
and Timothy Leary need not exist, and 
we can only hope that with further dis- 
cussion and the aid of the two brothers’ 
revolutionary love for each other, the 
misunderstanding can be erased. 
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Repression is accelerating. Police and FBI raids and harassment are happening more 
and more frequently in the Bay Area. You're at home, in your car, or on the street — 
and the pigs start to hassle you. They demand ID, push you around a little, and 
threaten or get chummy to make you talk. They keep on intimidating you because 
you don't know the laws, or your rights, and you aren't exactly sure what to say to 
them, and how to act. 

It is time now for all of us to begin planning how to deal with raids, busts, and 
emergency situations. Whether you live in a house with a few other people or a lot of 
folks, you should start talking about protection and security, and how you can prevent 
a bust. If you know people who live in other houses and communes, you should talk 
to them about building up networks to deal with emergencies collectively. It's also 
important to make links with people in your community, and to know that 
community well. We have to be able to rely on and trust each other, because we're all 
we've got. Read the following information many times. Post it in your house. Show it 
to your friends. Know the laws, know your rights, and SEIZE THE TIME BEFORE 
THE MAN SEIZES YOU! 
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Part 1: PEOPLE GET READY. 


HOW.TO SURVIVE A LITTLE 
LONGER THAN YOU WILL IF 
YOU KEEP DOING WHAT 
YOU'RE DOING RIGHT NOW! 
DOPE 

1, Everyone should know what dope is 
kept in the house, and where it is. 

2. Dope should be kept in a central 
place so that it can be flushed down the 
toilet quickly. Keep no more in the house 
than you can get rid of with one flush, 

3. No seeds, roaches, ete. should be 
kept lying around the house. 

4, Large amounts of dope kept around 
the house will jeopardize everyone who 
lives there. Someone who is dealing 
should take care of business outside the 
house, and keep the dope somewhere 
else. 

5. Pills without prescriptions are ille- 
gal. 
6. DON’T BUY OR SELL DOPE TO 
PEOPLE YOU DON’T KNOW WELL. 
Also be careful not to invite dealers to 
your house, You never know when some- 
one might decide to turn you in to get 
themselves off the hook. 

7. If the cops come, DQN’T THROW 
THE DOPE OUT THE WINDOW. If they 
have the place surrounded, they will find 
it and bust you. 


WEAPONS 1. Talk together about 
what weapons are in the house, whether 
they are legal, etc. Only keep guns in the 
house that you can yse; large stashes of 
weapons should be kept in other places 
that can’t be linked to the movement or 
to a commune, 

2, Decide where each weapon should 
be kept. Everyone should know where 
they are, and how to use each one. 

3. Talk about self-defense, including 
its consequences. Everyone should be 
clear as to whether weapons should be 
used in a given situation, The ENTIRE: 
house should agree on the same proce- 
dure. 

4. If. weapons are illegal, you should 
decide whether you want to keep them 
on your property at all. 

5. Don't leave ammo or empty shells 
around, especially those belonging to 
guns that you don't own. 

6. If you have bought or sold a gun, 
keep a receipt. Keep a record of the serial 
numbers of your legal guns. 

7. If your guns are stolen, you must 
decide whether to report that to the 
police, Remember that your fingerprints 
may be on the gun, and that you do not 
want to be linked to a crime that you did 
not commit. 

8. Don't clean guns or practice your 
aim in front of a window with the cur- 
tains drawn. Never talk about guns, dope, 
ete. while someone else is talking on the 
phone in the same room. 

9. If you are carrying weapons to and 
from the house, be very careful. Neigh- 
bors or a passing police car could freak 
out. A large container or guitar case is 
handy for carrying weapons. 

10. Know gun laws — federal, state, 
and local. 


PAPERS 

1. If you do not want to be connected 
to a house, don't keep ID or personal 
papers with your name on them there. 

2. Books and papers that you don't 
want found by the pigs should not be 
kept in the house. 

3. ID that's not kept on your person 
should not be kept in the house. 

4. Scraps of paper with phone num- 
bers and addresses and address books 
should not be left lying around. Code 
your address book. 

5. Bankbooks and extra cash or emer- 
gency money should not be kept in a 
place where the pigs can rip it off. They 
should be very well secreted or in another 
house. 

Banks rent safe deposit boxes for $6 
per year. They can come in handy. 


How to survive a little longer than you will 
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REMEMBER 


1. All decisions shouid be made with 
the full knowledge and participation of 
everyone in the house. 

2. If, for any reason, a pig tries to stop 
you on the street, before you go into 
your house, you should stop and deal 
with the pig right there. Do not go into 
the house or to your car, or you will 
jeopardize your entire house, or give the 
pigs reason to search your house or car. If 
the pig decides to bust you, he can search 
whatever area you're in. 

3. Property around the house, such as 
yards, basements, garages, etc. is still 
considered part of the house, even if they 
are unattached. 


YOUR NEIGHBORS AND 
NEIGHBORHOOD 


YOUR 


1. Get to know your neighbors — you 
might need each other in an emergency. 
This is also protection so that neighbors 
do not get uptight if a lot of people come 
into your house. Remember that your 
neighbors can call the pigs on you, if they 
see guns or a lot of people and want to 
know what’s going on. 

2. Get phone numbers of your neigh- 
bors in case you need to call. Set up a 
phone tree. If you trust them, begin 
talking about setting up an emergency 
operation so that you can call on each 
other, rather than on the pigs. 

3. Learn about your neighborhood, 
and what is going on. Get a good idea of 
the layout of your neighborhood, includ- 
ing alleys, vacant lots, hiding places, and 
where the nearest pay phone is. 

4. Know the bus lines in your area 
even if you have a car, and know where 
the buses go. 

5. Know your mailman. If he's a 
friend, he can tell you whether the FBI 


has come around to see who lives in your 
house. 

6. Be aware of cars in the neighbor- 
hood, or cars that could belong to pigs or 


FBI. Notice whether anyone seems to be 
watching the house, or if there are a lot 
of phone or gas and electric trucks 
around; they work with the pigs. 

7. Don’t try to impress your neighbors 
with how heavy you are. You are plan- 
ning for survival. Don’t jeopardize that 
with egotrips. 


YOUR COMMUNITY OF FRIENDS. 


1. Talk with your friends about basic 
security. Always remember that the pig 
could be on the phone, bugging your 
house, ete, 

2. The key to security is to operate on 
a ‘need to know’ basis. Be careful of 
rumor-mongering. Don’t start gossip that 
could lead to panie. 

3. Set up a place where people can 
meet in an emergency. It should be ac- 
cessible 24 hours a day, and be a place 
where a lot of people would not look 
suspicious. 

4. If an emergi ney arises, and every- 
one decides that it’s best to split the 
house, don’t all go to the same place. 
Have a quick meeting beforehand to de- 
cide: 

a) how to get in touch with each 
other. 

b) where the check-in time and place 
will be, and with whom, 

€) what is the exact information that 


everyone has in regard to the emergency 
situation. 

d) who must be called, or who has 
been called. 

€) calm each other down, and don’t 
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certain amount of cash. If їп the house, it 
should be very well hidden. It should not 
be hidden with dope, weapons, ete. Each 


“person should know where it is. If it is 


not in the house, the same rules apply, 


6. Know how to get a friend out of jail 
if he’s busted. This included bail contacts, 
information on the person busted for ihe 
bail bondsman, knowing how to bail 
someone out, where to reach bail bonds- 
men, lawyers, doctors, and hospitals іп 
case someone is injured, etc. 

7. Everyone should be prepared in fir 
aid, and each house should have a first аі! 
kit. 

8. Everyone should know how to drive 
commonly used cars. People should prac- 
tice driving each other's cars, to use them 
in an emergency. There should be dupli- 
cate sets of keys for each car, so that if 
someone gets ripped off with their keys, 
another person can use the car with an 
alternate set. 

9. Everyone should know the house of 
some person not likely to be hot, to go to 
in a situation that requires security. 


» CHILDREN 


1. Children should know what to say 
to a pig, or any unknown stranger or 
inspector, and what not to say. 

2. Children should know how to use 
the phone and whom they can call in case 
of an emergency. 

3. Children should know how to get to 
a friend's house by bus or cab, in an 
emergency. Е 

4. If the parents of a child are busted, 
the child can be ripped off by the State. 
People should plan who would take care 
of their children in that situation. There 
should be several people in different 
houses who make this commitment.

PART II: WHEN THE SHIT’S COMING DOWN IN YOUR HOUSE, COPS 
KNOCK ON THE DOOR WITH A SEARCH WARRANT OR AN 
ARREST WARRANT. 

1, ALWAYS KEEP YOUR DOORS SECURELY LOCKED. 

2. When someone knocks on the door, ask who it is WITH THE DOOR SHUT. 

3. If it’s the police, make them identify themselves. ASK THEM IF THEY HAVE A 
WARRANT. Building, fire, and health inspectors (often pigs in disguise) also need 
warrants to enter your house, no matter what they tell you. Call a lawyer immediately, 
and warn other people in the house. 

4. If they say they have a warrant, ASK THEM WHAT FOR. TELL THEM TO 
SHOVE IT... UNDER THE DOOR. 

IF THEY HAVE A SEARCH WARRANT; 

5. You can let them in, if you want to, OR ELSE THEY WILL BUST IN. 
IF THEY HAVE AN ARREST WARRANT; 

6. The police should tell you who the warrant is for. If they have reason to believe 
that the person named in the warrant is in the house, they will probably bust in, even 
if you say they can’t come in. 

7. If the person named in the warrant is in the house, they will have to make the 
political decision of whether to surrender. If the victim surrenders, she or he should go 
outside the door, shut it, and lock it. This will prevent the police from inviting 
themselves into the house at the same time. They will have to bust in. 

8. If the victim tries to escape, she/he might find cops at the back door or 
surrounding the house, which will mean heavier charges like resisting arrest or 
attempting to escape. Be careful. 

9. If the pigs have reason to believe that the person named in the warrant is in the 
house, and she/he has not surrendered, they can look through the house where the 
person might be-in closets and under beds, but not in unreasonable places like 
drawers, etc. Try to stick with them while they search--it's your legal right. 

IF THE POLICE TRY TO COME INTO THE HOUSE WITHOUT A 
WARRANT; 

TELL THEM, “YOU CANNOT COME INTO THE HOUSE." Get witnesses who hear 
you say that. 

IF THE FBI COMES TO THE DOOR; 

10. If the FBI comes looking for Federal fugitives, they, unlike the police, do not 
need a warrant; they only need to say that they have ‘probable cause’ to believe that 
the person they're seeking is on the premises. IF THEY COME WITHOUT A 
WARRANT, ALWAYS MAKE THE FBI BUST DOWN THE DOOR. Use the extra 
minutes to clean out your house and prepare sisters and brothers. 

WHEN THE COPS OR FBI BUST INTO YOUR HOUSE; 

11. If they find dope or illegal property or guns and ask whose it is, NO ONE 
SHOULD SAY WHOM IT BELONGS TO. If they find guns and the guns are legal, you 
Should claim ownership. 

12. DON'T TALK. DON'T TALK. DON'T TALK. Demand your right to call. a 
lawyer at once. You are only required to identify yourself by giving your name and 

dress. If they ask more questions, say: “I HAVE NOTHING TO SAY UNTIL I 


‘ALK TO MY LAWYER.” You.can say that even if you don't have a lawyer because ~ 


if you don't have bread, you're entitled to a free public defender. 

13. NEVER CONFESS TO ANYTHING. No matter what the pigs lead you to 
believe, you'll never get out of a bust by confessing. 

14. REMEMBER EVERYTHING THAT HAPPENS. 

15. Get a good look at the cops and write down their names and badge numbers. 


AFTER THE PIGS HAVE SPLIT: 

16. Make a thorough search to see if they've planted anything. Clean the house of 
illegal property they overlooked. Check especially for explosives—blasting caps, 
etc.—that they might have planted. 

17. Alert your friends and a lawyer. Set off the collective defense phone tree. 

18. Every member of the house should write down what happened as soon as 
possible after the raid. 

19. Remember that you're probably under closer than usual surveillance. Don’t lead 
the pigs to other people and places they shouldn’t know about, including cool ones 
that сап be used as hide-outs, etc. 

20. If you haven’t already, begin now to assume that your phone is tapped and 
your house bugged. 


B. ON THE STREET AND HASSLED BY THE COPS 2 

1. If the police ask you for identification, YOU ARE REQUIRED TO IDENTIFY 
YOURSELF. 

2. Without arresting you, THE COPS CAN LEGALLY PAT YOU DOWN FOR 
WEAPONS because you could be a threat to their immediate safety. The patdown is 
supposed to be only on the outside of your clothing. UNLESS THEY FEEL AN 
OBJECT. THAT COULD BE A WEAPON, THEY CANNOT GO THROUGH YOUR 
POCKETS, without first arresting you. 

3. You also may be expected to ACCOUNT FOR YOUR PRESENCE. Without 
into a long explanation, you should do so. 

4. If the cops continue to ask questions, you should say, “AM I UNDER 
ARREST?” 

5. If ‘hey say no, but continue ‘о ask questions, you should say, “I HAVE 
NOTHING TO SAY UNTIL I TALK TO MY LAWYER." (Even if you don't have one 
yet.) 

6. If they say yes, you should say, "WHAT ARE THE CHARGES?" The police are 
required to tell you the charges. 

7. If the police bust you, they are entitled to search you. If you are NOT under 
arrest and they search you, you should say, “I DO NOT CONSENT TO A SEARCH." 
Get witnesses who hear you say that. 

8. The police MIGHT warn you of your rights, like the right to remain silent. They 
might try to get you to sign a paper saying that they told you your rights, but NEVER 
SIGN ANYTHING. You do not have to sign anything, and you should continue to 
refuse to do so. 

FURTIVE CONDUCT is grounds for arrest, so don’t do anything that looks 
suspicious: Your attitude makes a difference to the pigs. If you make smartass remarks 
the pigs will try to bust you on something. BE COOL. 

10. NEVER CONFESS TO ANYTHINC. 

11. REMEMBER EVERYTHING THAT HAPPENS SO THAT YOU CAN ACT 
FOR YOUR OWN DEFENSE OR AS A WITNESS: GET A GOOD LOOK AT THE 
COPS AND THEIR BADGE NUMBERS SO YOU CAN WARN YOUR FRIENDS. 

12. THE PIGS AND UNDERCOVER AGENTS ARE REQUIRED TO IDENTIFY 
THEMSELVES WHEN THEY BUST YOU OR ASK YOU FOR INFORMATION. 
REMEMBER IF THEY DO THIS OR NOT.

IN YOUR CAR 1. Don't drive your car with headlights, taillights out, 

etc. unless you are prepared to get hassled by the pigs. If you've got dope in the car, 
have a warrant out on you for a traffic ticket, or even if you drop litter outside your 
car, you are inviting a bust. The cops can pull you over for a traffic violation, and then 
bust you for something else. 

2. When a cop signals you to pull over, pull over to the right side of the road and 
stop. Turn off your engine. If you think you're being tailed, but the pig hasn't 
signalled to you, pull into a private driveway. The pig must then get permission to be 
on that person's property before he can question you. 

3. If a pig pulls you over and comes out of his car with a drawn gun, the best plan 
is probably to lie down, face down, spread-eagled in the middle of the street. That 
way, he can't claim that you tried to make any quick moves that would give him an 
excuse to kill you. 

4. If you have dope with you, DON'T THROW THE DOPE OUT THE WINDOW; 
the cops will be looking for that. 

5. Get your driver's license and car registration ready, and get out of the car ready 
to hand the cops both items. They are legally allowed to make you identify yourself 
and the car, and can bust you for refusal to do so. 

6. The cops will also expect you to account for your presence. Get your story 
ready, even before uou are stopped. Everyone should have the same story, like on the

way to a party, just went to see some friends, stopped for something to eat, ete. 

7. If the cops keep asking questions or start harassing you, ask them, “АМ f 
UNDER ARREST?" If they say yes, ask them what the charges are. The pigs are 
required to tell you the charges. Don't give them time to think up new ones, although 
they may tack some on later. If the cops say no and start to search you, say, “I DO 
NOT CONSENT TO A SEARCH," and get witnesses who heard you say that. 

9. The pigs are only supposed to search your car after they have said you are under 
arrest. But if they see dope or a weapon in the car, this gives them legal cause to 
investigate. 

10. Don't cooperate by opening the trunk of the car. You can tell him that you 
know that they are not supposed to search the car unless they bust you, but be careful 
how you tell them. You don't want to help open the trunk because they might do 
something illegal that won't hold up in court. 


DON'T CARRY DOPE, ILLEGAL PROPERTY, OR HAVE BROKEN LIGHTS ON

What To Do When The FBI Calls On You 


Information is a crucial ingredient in 
the fuel that runs the engines of repres- 
sion. It is important for us to recognize 
that not all the information that the pigs 
obtain comes from bugs and agents. 
Sometimes we sisters and brothers of the 
movement supply the information. 

This is how it happens. Some of us get 
scared, when an FBI agent appears at the 
door. We answer a few "simple" ques- 
tions because we are afraid not to — 
afraid of committing some crime by not 
talking. Our fear in this situation distorts 
our judgment. 

There is no law requiring us to talk 
with an FBI agent. No crime against the 
State is committed when the agent is 
brushed off and the door shut immedi- 
ately. However, a crime against our peo- 
ple is done when we deal with the situa- 
tion by answering any of the Feds' ques- 
tions. 

No FBI agent asks idle questions; there 
is no such thing as small talk with a pig. A 
long answer, a short answer, a truthful 
answer, a lying answer — any of these will 
supply some sort of information which is 
of use to the State. The FBI visitor may 
be out to make a case on you, or a sister, 
or a brother — and you have "sung" if 
you say anything more than: “Call my 
lawyer. Goodbye.” 

Sometimes when we open the door 
unafraid and ready to brush the pig off, 
we get caught be an old interrogation 
trick. The FBI agent say, “We have some 


information which tends to implicate you 
in (such and such) a bombing. If you 
could answer a few questions, I’m sure we 
can straighten things out.” Your mouth 
drops; your mind boggles: “Shit man, I 
didn’t do that.” 

Suddenly you've lost your cool and 
уоште only too glad to tell the pig where 
you were on Thursday night and who you. 
were with. Maybe that's all he wanted to 
know — where you were and if (x) was 
with you. And, you've given him the 
information. Even two-bit gangsters in 


. grade B movies don't fall for.that one. 


Some others of us are not afraid when 
the FBI comes — in fact quite the reverse. 
We are so arrogant about ouf wits and the 
Feds’ stupidity that we invite the pig in 
to ask his questions, and find out what 
the enemy is up to. Fat chance. Our very 
questions give the pig information which 
he might never stumble over. Behind each 
question is a body of information which 
may well be revealed in the question itself 
or in a series of questions. Some of our 
brothers have reported on an interview: 
Man, was that a dumb pig. He didn’t 
know what he was looking for. There are 
several names for that kind of arrogance. 

What should we do when the FBI 
comes to call? It’s really pretty simple. 
Experience has shown that the best re- 
sponse after the caller identifies himself 
and flashes his badge is to say, "That's 
nice and if you have any questions, ГЇЇ 
listen to them in my lawyer’s presence. 


She (or he) is (so and so). So long." 

Don't let him in. Don’t be afraid. 
Don't be tricked. Don't be arrogant. Any 
talking you do may sound like singing. 

The history of struggle is filled with 
cases of sisters and brothers sent to jail 
and to death on "frame-ups" based on 
just enough circumstantial information to 
give an aura of credibility to the State's 
charges. 

Another line of FBI investigating to 
anticipate is the visit to a third person: a 
parent or friend, or employer. Where 
possible, it is helpful to talk with 
someone likely to be contacted, and let 
them know the best way to deal with FBI 
visitors. Bits and pieces of information 
from nervous employers and upset 
parents may make up a mosaic of trouble 
for one of us. So, try to anticipate the 
problem and handle it ahead of time with 
enough tact and humor to ease the 
situation. 

Somehow, along with everything else 
we must do, a balance should be struck 
between silly paranoia and naive 
obliviousness. Long before we are ready, 
the pigs are moving against us. The State 
in its seriousness forces us to be ever 
more sophisticated about defending our- 
selves. Perhaps the first step in learnirg- 
about weapons is how to engage the 
safety of our mouths.

Over the weekend, a conference was 
held in Ann Arbor to discuss the Laos 
invasion and to plan and consolidate var- 
ious anti-war and anti-imperialist demon- 
strations, There was a relatively large 
turnout — about two thousand people — 
most of them from the East and Midwest. 
There were 250 people from Boston 
alone, lots of women and gay people, and 
old movement groups, such as PL and 
YSA. Unfortunately, the plenary session 
of the conference bogged down in move- 
ment bullshit — PL was loud and vocal 
and made a move to take over the confer- 
ence — but gay militants ousted PL for 
their sexist and macho behavior. 

The Conference picked up when a 
telegram from Madame Binh, head of the 
NLF Paris delegation, arrived. She con- 
firmed that Laos had been invaded, and 
that a similar invasion of North Vietnam 
by ground troops seemed imminent. She 


KENT STATE 


Last Friday, Feb. 5, Kent State held 
its first action against the Laos invasion. 
In spite of 50 m.p.h. winds and a temper- 
ature of minus eight degrees, two thou- 
sand students and supporters turned out 
for the action, They marched to the 
ration Building, lowered the 
an flag, and raised the flag of the 
NLF, which flew for two hours over Kent 
State. Revolutionary fervor was high that 
day, and demonstrators trashed the Uni- 
versity ROTC building. Chip Marshall is 
speaking on campus today, Feb. 9, and is 
expected to call for a strike to shut the 
University down. A Kent State Memorial 
demonstration and action has been called 
for May 4. 
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expressed her enthusiasm for the anti-war 
conference and all the anti-war demon- 
strations held or planned in the United 
States. Her enthusiasm and strength trans- 
mitted themselyes to the members of the 
conference, and renewed energy flowed. 

Shortly thereafter, the conference 
broke up into workshops. One of the 
more successful workshops was the gay 
men’s. They were together six hours, 
rapping and attempting to understand 
each other and their role in the move- 
ment. The Women’s workshop was so 
well represented (about 250 women) that 
they had to break down into smaller 
groups. The women collectively wrote a 
preamble to the People’s Peace Treaty 
which was unanimously accepted. 

A number of demonstrations were 
planned and aired at the conference: 

March 8 — International Women’s 
Day. A demonstration in Boston concen-

Somewhere between Algiers and the 
Laotian border (going around the long 
way) is the town of New Haven, 
Connecticut: “Model City, USA.” Here, 
just a stone’s throw from Yale, stands a 
colonial-style courthouse in which two 
black revolutionaries are about to begin a 
fight for their lives. 

Since November 17th the jury 
selection has dragged on with very few 
supporters in the courtroom, leaving our 
sister and brother to suffer the boredom 
of the questioning of over a thousand 
prospective jurors virtually alone. Of 
those called, 3% of these would-be jurors 
have been black (out of a sizable black 
ghetto with many registered voters), 40% 
women (as opposed to 51% of the general 
population) and the average age has been 
47. A defense motion to supplement the 


' jury panel with new voters between the 


ages of 18 and 21 was denied by pig judge 
Mulvey, as were notions to dismiss the 
present jury panel, and ones to dismiss all 
charges on the grounds of prejudicial 
pre-trial publicity. 

So far, nine of the twelve jurors have 
been selected, but the danger is that the 
defense attorneys, Charles Garry for 
Bobby, Cathryn Rorback for Ericka, will 
run out of “challenges,” which are the 
only legal means whereby the defense 
may weed out obvious racists from the 
prospective jurors. The defense was 
forced this week to use ten more 
challenges, one on an Amerikan 
Legionngite who's friend and neighbor is 
a State tober, 

ProséKuter Markle uses his challenges 
sparingly, as the cards are clearly stacked 
in his favor anyway. He saves his vetoes 
for the few jurors who appear at all

During the second night of the riots. 
pigs chased a band of freaks into a men’s 
dormitory and then attempted to storm 
the otherwise peaceful living quarters. 
The people inside were ready and repelled 
the attacking oinkers with MACE. 

On the same night bands of Yahoos 
from the University Aggie Department 
roamed around the area looking for 
‘hippies’ to beat on. In one instance, six 
of these solid citizens tried to take on an 
equal number of freaks. The freaks were 
either very stimulated or burned out 
bikers. They beat the shit out of the 
vigilantes. 

The Sheriff’s Department is currently 
under investigation for blatant 
corruption. In an effort to redeem 
himself and his boys, Sheriff Walden V. 
Burr, who wears a 10 gallon white 
Stetson, had his forces use a home 
brewed tear gas on ‘them Commie rebels’. 
According to a City police officer, the 
first time the mystery gas was used it was 
accidentally sprayed on the ranks of City 
pigs. They didn’t die. 

‘After the first night, a nose count at 
headquarters discovered that one member 
of the blue team was missing. He was 
found dead in the desert the next day. 
(From a pretty reliable source, although 
it didn’t make the local papers.) 

In the past 40 days, four Arizona law 
enforcers haye been shot to death.

Letter from a brother in Tucson: 

The recent Tucson Wars seem to have 
had a positive effect on people’s heads. 
The shock of the reality and unreality of 
the three night insurrection has gotten 
people up off their asses. The riots forced 
peopie to understand themselves as a 
community that must be together and 
struggle -together. Before the riots 
everyone (street freaks, university freaks 
and various political groups) was on his 
own trip, hassling and being up or down 
on each other. The experience of getting 
it on side by side against numerous and 
assorted pigs put people through a lot of 
changes, despite the arrests. 

In the days after the curfew, a number 

of brave folk, apparently hoping they 
could find some other escape from 
repression (Amerikan style), left Tucson 
in search of greener pastures. 
The people who have decided to stay 
in Tucson seem lo have a pretty good 
idea what the score is and are determined 
lo bring Tucson out of the stagnation 
built up by years of treading water. 

Since the riots, a free day care center 
and a food conspiracy, previously only 
rapped about on an abstract level, have 
been established. A legal defense fund has 
been set up not only for riot cases but as 
an ongoing thing, address.

I was imprisoned in Sept. '68 as a 
result of the general repression that 
crushed the Mexican Student Movement. 
Recently the Mexican government has 
freed a small number of the political 
prisoners but the great majority — 85 — 
remain; as I am charged with "terrorism" 
combined with the fact that the U.S. 
embassy played a key role in my arrest I 
feel that my personal freedom is remote. 
(And if I should be freed then I would be 
deported to the U.S. to be handed over to 
the Marine Corps for desertion from 
Vietnam.) 

I've read of the many prisoners in the 
states, I feel very close to them and in 
spirit my solidarity never leaves them, if 
you can use what I have enclosed then 
please put a note telling them this for me. 
T have no other way of communication.

After two years in prison, after two 
years of study, after one hundred books, 
long, lengthy, and most important pages, 
I have learned that I have learned 
nothing.

Despite the War Measures Act and its 
successor the Public Order Act, things are 
pretty well back to normal in Quebec. 
The Youth centers are busy and police 
harassment of Amerikan exiles has 
ceased, although unemployment (at 9%) 
is the highest in Canada, 

There are now three separate 
organizations operating in Montreal. The 
Montreal Council to Aid War Resisters is 
located at 3625 Aylmer St. The Yellow 
Dog care (514) 843-3132 (PO Box 5, 
Montreal 215, Quebec) is offering 
immigration counseling. 

The American Refugee Service (PO 
Box 1046, Pointe Claire, Quebec) has 
opened a new hostel offering free food 
and lodging. They stress to everyone 
except wanted fugitives (deserters, 
indicted draft resistors, political 
"eriminals") that Canada is becoming 
erowded with Americans and that 
immigration counseling must first be 
offered to those that have no alternative 
but Canada. So draft resisters who DO 
have alternatives in the U. S. will first be 
given information about those 
alternatives, and if they still choose 
Canada, they will receive the necessary 
assistance. The American Exile 
Counseling Center is another organization 
that provides services according to need 
and not political strategy or ideology.

The Dolle Mina, a women’s liberation 
group in Holland, celebrated its first 
anniversary on January 30th. The day’s 
events culminated with a march through 
Amsterdam expressing solidarity with the 
struggles of Madame Binh and Angela 
Davis. This day marked the beginning of a 
new phase for the Dolle Mina as its 
members become more politically aware 
and revolutionary rather (һап reformist. 

The Dolle Mina began as a response to 
the double standards displayed by stu- 
dents during the occupation of an 
Amsterdam University building. Men 
were among the founders of the Dolle 
Minas and are still a part of the organ- 
ization. There is a lot of discussion 
regarding the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of male membership, but it is 
generally felt that there should be no 
exclusion of men at this time. 

During its first year, Dolle Mina staged 
actions whieh emphasized the need for 
equal education, free day-care centers, 
equal pay for equal work, legalized abor- 
lion, and abolition of sexual double 
standards. One of the actions involved the 


invasion of a converted castle specializing 
in training diplomats. Street theatre was 
the best and most used technique of the 
Dolle Mina to win publicity and popular 
support. 

As Dolle Mina reflects a heightened 
political consciousness, they feel that 
some membership and support will be 
lost. Among those who will undoubtedly 
be alienated is N.O.W. (National Organ- 
ization of Women) leader and founder 
Betty Freiden.
